Wisconsin, are legal when made out- 
side of the state is the opinion of 
Attorney General John J. Elaine .in 
a brief vtfiich has just been filed, wit-i 
Milwaukee judges "on the marriagf 
question. 
He holds that medical 


examination and headth certificiitos, 
while required in Wisconsin, will not 
invalidate a marriage in another, 
state- without complying with this 
provision. 


"The general -rule of law ur.ques'- 


tionably. is,, that a marriage valid 
where }t is celebrated is valid every- 
where," says the attorney general in 
his brief. 
"To tljis rule,. however, 


there are two general exceptions 
which are well recognised: (1) mar- 
riages which are deemed contrary 
to the law of nature as generally 
recognized by 
Christian civilized 


States; and (2) marriages which the 
lawmaking power of the forme- has 
declared shall not be allowed va- 
lidity on the grounds of public pol- 
icy." 


The second question raised is •whe- 


ther or not it was intended by the 
legislature that the physical exami- 
nation required by statute is re,-, 
quired . of those celebrating 
their 


marriage without the state as weii 
as within the state and was it the 
intention of the legislature to make 
such ^provision extra-territorial, to 
the effect that the law of the domv 
cile should apply. 


"Until the legislature has ex- 


pressly indicated its intention to 
make the physical examination and 
health certificate and license regu- 
lations extra-territorial and provid- 
ed a manner by which these provi- 
sions shall ba. complied with \yithout 
the state, I believe extra-territorial 
effect to these prpvi^ions is not per- 
missable," says the attorney gen- 
eral.

eral acceptance of- this alliance as being a mere paper concessio: 
to the frayed and shell-shocked nerves of the French. 


Nq one talks as though there was the slightest danger ol 


a German attack on France.- No one seriously considers the 
possibility that under this treaty we should have to send an- 
other army to France in the near future. 


A careful analysis of the situation in Europe shows that 


this optimism is entirely unwarranted, and that by ratifying the 
French treaty this country will be taking a step that might 
very probably plunge us into a war much more serious for us 
than the one just closed. 
, 


The new war, if it comes, will be a war on Bolshevism, and 


America will be expected to bear the brunt of it, because our 
people are the least infected, with Socialism of any of the Allied 
peoples.The British and French and Italian governments know 
that they could not rely on,their own armies in such a war. 
French saUors'and soldiers have mutinied at Odessa, and Itahan 
seamen have refused to carry supplies by sea to Kolchak. Brit- 
ish labor is demanding the withdrawal of the Archangel expedi- 
tion 
The governments of the Allied nations of western Europe 


are obsessed by a fear that Bolshevism will sweep westward, 
and that their armies will go to pieces under the impact of Bol- 
shevist propaganda upon their very susceptible minds. 


Correspondents in Germany for the London Chronicle, the 


New York Times, and the Chicago Daily News, to mention only 
ihree, agree that the power in Germany is going steadily toward 
the left. Every day the Majority Socialists coalition govern- 
ment becomes weaker and the Independent Socialists, grow 
stronger. The existing government exists by compromise with 
the Socialists on the one hand and the Junkers on the other. 


It would surprise no one to see Germany Bolshevist before 


another year has gone by. Reporting the speech of Winston 
Churchill, War Secretary in the British Cabinet, in the House 
of Commons on July 29, the Associated Press said: "The Min- 
ister declared he thought it would be a fatal mistake to ignore 
the possibility of co-operation between hostile Russia and re- 
vengeful Germany or to suppose that "our victory and European 
affairs can be left to take care of themselves." 


What would be the natural and inevitable policy of Russia 


and Germany, united under Bolshevism, toward France? From 
the first it has been the French Government that has clamored 
for intervention in Russia. It was Foch who demanded that the 
United States join with the Allies in the Siberian adventure. 
-Today French military missions are directing the armies of Rou- 
mania, Poland and the Czechs against the Bolsheviki. The So- 
viet Government of Russia sees in the present French Govern- 
ment its bitterest enemy, the instigator of the attacks of the 
other Allies and of the Russian adventurers whom they are sup- 
porting. 


European capitalists will sleep better of nights if America 


pledges herself to send an army to protect them against the 
ni-med workers and peasants of Russia and Germany. Ameri- 
cans with boys of military age will not sleep so welL 


This is the obvious purpose of the special French treaty. 


It pledges American armies to keep western Europe safe for 
privilege. 


President Wilson's plea for the French treaty on the senti- 


mental ground that France aided us in the Revolution is gen- 
erally commented upon by liberals in the East as the -weakest 
bit of insincerity to which he has yet resorted. If ancient his- 
tory is to determine our policy, we could much more logically
